SEVENTH MEETING 1925 

Minutes of the regular meeting of 
the Council of the Blackfoot M,D. 
No, 218, held in the G.WiV.A. Hall at 
Chancellor on Tuesday, July 14: 

Present Reeve Thoissen, Deputy- 
Reeve McBean and Councillors Ras- 
mussen, Dunstan, Maynard and Daw. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and confirmed on ‘mo- 
tion of Coun, Maynard, 

The secretary reported as follows: 

1. That he had notified Mn R. V. 
Potter that provisions had been made 
in the estimates to repair the road 
about which he had complained. 

2, That the amount of retief fuin- 
ished to Mr, McCallum was $12.95. 

8. That Mr. Edw. Christensen -had 
paid one-half the legal costs incurred 
in drawing up the agreement he had 
previously entered into with the 
Municipality. 

4. That the tile used in connection 
with the draining of the slough in the 
§.E. 19 and S.W, 20, ali in 24-21-4 
had been paid fon as agreed. 

6. That a tracing of a standard 
culvert was now on file in the Muni- 
cipal Office and that a bhue-print 
thereof had been furnished to each 
councillor. 

The road commissioer reported re- 
garding the road diversion at Sto- 
bart that the purchaser of that por- 
tion of the S.W. 2822-28-4, lying 
north of the G.P.R. right-of-way, had 
agreed to give sufficient land along 
‘the northern boundary of this land 
a@ road diversion, to haul the mate ju: 
tor and build the culvert required 
and to do the necessaty grading at 
his own expense provided this Muni- 
cipality would pay for the materia‘: 
uped in this culvert and attend to and 
pay for the surveying of the land 
required for this road diversion, the 
piepapation of the plans and the reg- 
istration thereof.

The secretaiy reported that com- 
plaints had been received regarding 
the bad conditon of certain portions 
of the roads on the north and west 
gides of 19-23-22-4 and north of 23- 
28-23-4, and that he had notified the 
councillors of the divisions in which 
these i0ads were situated. Each 
‘councillor affected stated that the 
matter was being looked ino.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
Winnipeg:—Weather duwing the 
past week has been mostly dry and 
very hot this being exceedingly hard 
on crops in localities where moisture 
reserve was small, Practically all 
wheat is headed out, and a consident- 
able percentage of early fields aire in 
milk or easly dough stage. From 
present indications it would appear 
that cutting should be about general 
by the middle of August. 

Red rust is in evidence in a few 
sections of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan and there is ajlso traces of black 
rust, other varieties being found 
principally on the leaves, though a 
little stem rust has aso been report- 
ed, . 

A heavy crop of straw will create a 
big demand for harvest ‘help. 

Hail has taken further toll of crop 
in parts of Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta, 

There has been a considerable in- 
cregse in cattle shipments ‘ever the 
previous week at local yards, most of 
which were of inferior grades. 

Crop conditions through Manitoba 
ave still satisfactory, and all prime 
grgins appear to be doing well, but 
would benefit fiom further rain fall. 
Severa! reports of red must and one 
or two of black rust on leaves, have 
been received, apparently this is a 
mild form, and while it maty develop 
at present it is not causing much 
anxiety. Barley cutting on a limited 
scale has commenced in some dis- 
ricts. The fall rye crop is doing 
well, aryl is almost realy for the 
binder. _First _ cuttings of, sweet 
clover fon hay have been almost com- 
pleted, showing a heavy crop. 

Saskatchewan:—The extreme heat 
of the past week has been very try- 
ing to crops, more especially in south 
western Saskatchewan, where a con- 
siderable change in the crop situation 
has taken place. The moisture re- 


serve is almost exhamsted, and in 
some sections the crop is already bad- 
ly damaged. Unless there is move 
than average rain fail during next 
week or two, the yield will bd low. 
Such conditions are found on the 
Empress, Burstall and Maple Cr vek 
subdivisions and it has been estima t- 


ed that prospective crop yields have (harvesting is

Hail is again 
responsibie for somewhat heavy dam- 
age in a number of localities in cen- 
tra] and northwestern portions of the 
province, 

Alberta:—The drouth and extreme 
heat the past week, accompanied by 
warm winds, has considerably. chang- 
ed the crop outlook in Alberta, par- 
ticularly in southern sections, where 
stubble and sections sown on spring 
plowing are burning up. Summer 
fallows, however, are apparently 
holding out fairly well. During the 
week end one on two hours rain fell 
between Brooks and Calgary, and 
heavy rains from Edmonton to Cal- 
gary,, and on the north end of the 
Aldersyde sub-division were also re- 
ported. All other points on the Ma- 
cleod, Aldersyde and Crow's Nest 
subdivisions are in need of rain, 
On the Crow’s Nest subdivision, wast 
of Macleod, crops are standing up 
well, and summer fallow, in these 
districts, will give fair returns. 

Edmonton:—Dunvegan and Brit- 
ish Columbia railway the week has 
been very trying in many parts of 
the north country. Rain is badly 
needed in Wembly, Grande Prairie, 
Clairmont, Sexamith, Spirit River, 
Whitelaw, Berwyn and Peace River 
districts and crops in these areas are 
reported to be burning badly. The 
balance of the localities have had 
rain, and moisture, and the crop sit- 
uation is. satisfactory.
